Center Chaplain Busy Georgia Highway 


Won’t Bring Records’ 
Jury Again Calls 


CLAREMONT — For the 
third tim e in 10 weeks a con­ 
frontation is set between the 
Claremont Draft 
Counseling, 
Center and the U.S. Grand 
Jury in Los Angeles. 
The Rev. Gordon J. Ver- 
plank, chaplain of the Clare­ 
mont Colleges and custodian 
of the center’s records, reve­ 
aled Friday that he has been 
ordered again to appear be­ 
fore thn secret investigators 
at 9:30 a.m. Thursday. 
He said the subpoena or­ 
ders him to bring with him 
all records of counselees who 
were referred by the center 
to “ any and all dentists, doc­ 
tors and psychiatrists” since 
the center was established 
three years ago. 
Mr. Verplank said he will 
refuse to comply, the sam e as 
before. 
T h e Claremont 
chaplain 
said he has been informed by 
Asst. U.S. Dist. Atty. Davis 
Nissen that the Grand Jury 
will seek a federal court or­ 
der to make him comply, “in 
exchange for guaranteed im­ 
munity 
from 
any 
prosecu­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Verplank said he will 
still refuse to produce the re­ 
cords. 
“ I do not need a guarantee 


from im m unity,” he declared. 
“ I have done nothing wrong 
or illegal. I have nothing to 
be immune from .” 
The chaplain said this was 
a m atter of principle, not of 
wrong-doging, and if necessary, 
he was prepared to go to jail 
to defend it. He said his law­ 
yers will make a motion be­ 
fore the Grand Jury appear­ 
ance to have the subpoena 
quashed. 
“ 1 
will 
use* every 
legal 
means at my disposal to pro­ 
tect the confidentiality of the 
records.” he declared. “ I feel 
the sam e as before, except 
more so, that the Grand Jury 
order is an invasion of priva­ 
cy.” 
Mr. Verplank said the new 
subpoena cam e at a 
most 
inopportune time. 
“ After the last one was dis­ 
missed last month,” he ex­ 
plained, “ my family and I 
made plans for a two-month 
vacation in Oregon, starting 
Monday. I asked Mr. Nissen 
if the Grand Jury appearance 
could be put off until I came 
back, but he declined. So I’ll 
have to fly back from Oregon 
Thursday.” 
He said the government will 
foot the bill for his enforced 
trip south.

prises Inc., and Eugene Pes­ 
ter, building superintendent. 
According to Speidel, Brin- 
derson Plumbing and Heating 
of Pomona will be the sub­ 
contractor for air conditioning 
and 
mechanical 
work 
and 
Wilson has asked the cham ­ 
ber of com merce for a list of 
local 
firm s 
who 
may 
be 
awarded other sub-contracts. 
The office building, a pro­ 
ject being carried out under 
the downtown redevelopment 
program, is planned on the 
b l o c k 
bounded 
by 
Park 
Avenue, 3rd and 4th streets, 
and Gordon Street. 
The building will have 129,- 
810 square feet of floor space. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A n 
extremely 
nervous 
gunman, 
who said he wanted to go to 
Israel because “ a bomb was 
going to come to America,” 
hijacked a United Air Lines 
737 Friday night and held its 
three crewmen 
hostage 
for 
three tense hours before they 
talked him out of his pistol. 
The 
short-haul, 
two 
jet 
plane —UAL flight 797 —was 
b o u n d f r o m 
Charleston, 
W.Va., to Newark when the 
man forced it tc, land at Dul­ 
les International Airport 30 
miles west of here and then 
demanded a bigger plane to 
take him to Tel Aviv. 
Identified 
as 
Glen 
Elmo 
Riggs, 59, the man told the 
pilots as he held them hos­ 
tage in the plane that he wan­ 
ted to leave the country be­ 
cause he feared it was going 
to be bombed. 
The gunman, described as 
extrem ely nervous and easily 
urset, allowed the 66 passen­ 
gers and 
two 
stewardesses 
aboard to get off almost as 
soon 
as 
the 
plane 
landed 
shortly before 6 p.m. EDT. 
But he held the pistol, be­ 
lieved to be a .22, at the head 
of one of the crewmen sitting 
in a seat next to him in the 
passenger com partm ent. 
UAL and airport officials 
kept assuring him that a big 
four-jet plane was on its way 
with a crew that could take 
him to Israel. 
At one point, the pilot re­ 
ported that 
Riggs 
“ wanted 
Camel cigarettes on the plane 
used 
to take 
him 
to 
Tel 
Aviv.” Later he told the pilots 
that he was from Charleston 


and that he had a couple of 
daughters living in Alabama. 
As the tense minutes ticked 
off, the pilot reported that the 
gunman wanted one of the 
three crewmen to go with him 
as a hostage on the trans- 
Atlantic flight. 
A few minutes later, 
the 
radio crackled with the mes­ 
sage that the 2nd officer was 
winning the m an’s confidence. 
And after a couple minutes 
m o r e , 
the 
pilot 
reported 
“ here we go,” the plane’s 
door swung open and state 
and 
local 
police 
plus 
FBI 
agents rushed the craft. 
But U was all over. 
A i r p o r t m anager R.D. 
“ Dan Mahaney s a i d , “the 
am azing thing is that a year 
ago today we had a TWA hi­ 
jacking.” He added with a 
grin,” as long as t h e y all 
turn out the way this turned 
out, we’re okay.” 
Exactly a year ago, a for­ 
m er bakery truck driver from 
Phoenix, angered over t h e 
Supreme 
Court’s refusal to 
hear his complaint that the 
IRS overcharged him $471 on 
his taxes, hijacked a TWA 
plane en route from Phoenix 
to nearby National 
Airport. 
He held it and 51 passengers 
hostage while flying back and 
forth over the East Coast and 
demanding 
$100 
million 
in 
ransom. 
That hijack attem pt ended 
when the 
man, 
Arthur G. 
Barkley, ordered the 
plane 
back to Dulles to pick up 
what he thought was the mo­ 
ney. FBI agents shot the air 
out of the tires, and agents 
and the crew overcame him.

19, 
Escondido; 
and 
Leonard Topping Atkinson, 21, 
Santa Ana, appeared for sen­ 
tencing. 
At a previous hearing, the 
t h r e e 
pleaded 
guilty 
to 
charges of fraud and con­ 
spiracy-tw o of nine counts 
filed against them. 
Judge Norman L. Vroman 
lined them $500 each and or­ 
dered tneni to pay it them­ 
selves and not to get it from 


their parents. He also ordered 
them to make restitution to 
the telephone company in an 
amount—determ ined 
by 
the 
piobation departm ent. 
And 
finally, 
he 
ordered 
each 
to 
write 
a 
detailed 
analysis of their part in the 
cnm e and also write an essay 
on “ the social implications of 
their involvement.” The latter 
two writings must 
be sub­ 
mitted to the court by Aug. 
10. 
Authorities charged that the 
three used stolen telephone 
equipment to set up the net­ 
work in Encinitas Hall, a Cal 
Poly dorm. They said the sys­ 
tem was so elaborate that it 
was capable of bypassing the 
normal 
telephone 
company 
billing system and long-dis­ 
tance center in San Bernar­ 
dino. 
Some 
overseas 
calls 
were made. 


YUBA CITY, Calif. (U P I)-

authorities disclosed existence 
of nine more possible grave- 
sites. 
Meanwhile, it was learned 
that a green “ ledger book” 
containing 34 nam es, includ­ 
ing four of the known victims, 
was taken from the home of 
suspect Juan V. Corona, and 
is in the hands of authorities. 
Sheriff Roy Whiteaker said 
the 25th body was excavated 
from a gravesite spotted by a 
farm worker e a r l y Friday 
about 500 yards from where 
No. 24 was unearthed Thurs­ 
day. 
Deputies continued digging 
in the same area, where other 
potential graves had already 
b e e n 
pinpointed. 
It 
was 
learned a study of the aerial 
phonographs 
had 
“ located 


nine possible graves” near­ 
by. 
Victim No. 25, like the rest, 
wan apparently a middleuged, 
white farm worker. Whiteaker 
said the body had “ the sam e 
type of stab wounds in the 
back of the head and about 
the chest." 
The Sacramento Bee report­ 
ed the green ledger book, ta­ 
ken from 
the Mexican-born 
farm labor contractor’s home 
when he was arrested May 26 
contained » list of 34 “ names, 
dates and plates.” 
Defense attorney Roy Van 
den H e u v e 1 confirmed the 
existence of the list. He said 
a copy of it had been fur­ 
nished him Friday along with 
other 
prosecution 
evidence 
which he was given the right 
to see by court order. 
Four of the nam es matched 
confirmed 
victims 
in 
the 
mass m urders. Others, how­ 


ever, appeared to be place 
nam es, rati: m than persons. 
One, reading ‘ Guadayara, Jal- 
isconz appeared to concern 
G uadalajara, Mexico, in the 
state of Jalisco, where Co­ 
rona’s family lives. 
Authorities at first believed 
the book was merely a record 
of every-day business events, 
the Bee said, but had since 
become convinced it had a di­ 
rect connection with the m ur­ 
der case. 
On the ledger’s 50th printed 
page was a notation in the 
left hand corner indicating it 
was Page Ncx 1 of the journal 
which followed. 
Following that appeared: 
“ Feb. 
24, 
1970—Jose 
Ro­ 
mero R.” 
This appeared to be a refe­ 
rence to a man named Jose 
Raya, who also went by the 
name of Romero, Raya won a 
$2 5 0 , 0 0 0 civil 
judgment 


against Corona and his broth­ 
er Nutividad last year claim ­ 
ing he was assaulted with a 
m eat cleaver in a bar owned 
by Nutividad in Marysville, 
across

sium where 200 persons were 
holding a gospel singing. 
The Red Cross said that 33 
other persons were injured as 
a result of two explosions, one 
so great it ripped a crater 100 
feet wide and 20 feet deep, 
“ big enough to set a bu'kling 
in,” in the highway. 
A 
n e a r b y 
house 
was 
wrecked, woods set afire tor 
a quarter of mile and am bu­ 
lances and fire trucks demo­ 
lished just outside this small 
Georgia city. 
The Georgia Highway Pa­ 
trol said the disaster was set 
off about 8:30 p.m. when a 
small 
foreign 
car 
collided 
with the truck, owned by the 
Baggett Trucking Co. of Bir­ 
mingham, Ala., en route from 
Birmingham 
to 
a 
granite 
quarry in North Carolina. 
A 
patrol 
spokesman 
said 
that the truck also was carry­ 
ing 10.000 pounds of a low 
grade type of explosive called 
“ slurry” and dynam ite caps 
in addition to the dynamite. 
The patrol said a fire re­ 
sulted from the collision, set­ 
ting off dynamite caps that fi­ 
nally led to the blast so great 
i t s h a t t e r e d windows in 
houses five miles away. 
The

identified 
the 
truck driver as A. W. Field­ 
ing, 50, of Birmingham, and 
said he may have saved sev­ 
eral lives by running up and 
down the highway warn ng 
motorists 
that 
his 
burning 
truck was loaded with dyna­ 
mite. 
Fielding was not 
in­ 
jured. The driver of the car 
was killed. 
Haralson 
County 
Deputy 
Sheriff Gene Kirk called it 
the biggest explosion he had 
ever heard. 
“ It just blew down the on­ 
lookers," Haralson said. “ And 
the biggest part of the truck I 
could find was a wheel.” 
A minor explosion followed. 
Then about five minutes later 
a mighty blast tore the truck 
to bits, sending pieces of met­ 
al flying for 100 yards. 
Kirk said the blast caved in 
the roof of nis car parked 
along railroad tracks several 
hundred feet from the scene 
and his five-year-old daugh­ 
ter, Lisa, who was with him, 
suffered a concussion. 
Kirk said the driver of a 


w recker was one o? those kil­ 
led, 
along 
with a 
fireman 
from nearby Bremen. 
“ I’ve never seen such an 
explosion,” Kirk said. “ Bys- 
t a n d e r s were just blown 
down. It was awful. One iady 
was pregnant. 
It was real 
bad. It was just real bad.” 
Kirk said 200 persons had 
gathered in the Waco school 
gymnasium for a gospel sing­ 
ing for the benefit of a family 
that was having trouble pay­ 
ing medical bills. 
He said the blast loosened 
the roof from the building and 
then 
it partially 
collapsed. 
But there were no serious in­ 
juries. 
Authorities at Bremen Gen­ 
eral Hospital said most of 
the injuries were cuts. 
H. B. Hightower, who oper­ 
ates a funeral home at nearby 
Bremen, said live bodies had 
been brought to his tuneval 
home. 
Hightower identified three 
of the victims as Troy F. Al­ 
len, Waco, an auto assembly 
worker 
in 
Atlanta, 
Cleve 
Heath, a wrecker driver of 
Bremen and Talmadge Adams, 
an employe of a clothing man­ 
ufacturing company in Waco.

(UPI)—A short rocket firing 
switched M ariner 9 onto a 
slightly faster course to Mars 
Friday night, lining it up for 
a swing into orbit around the 
puzzling planet a day earlier 
than originally planned. 
The television satellite now 
is expected 
to reach 
Mars 
Nov. 
13, 
sweep 
within 
750 
miles of the Martian surface 
and begin a three-month map­ 


ping and surveillance mission 


that may uncover new evi­ 
dence suggesting that life ex­ 


ists on another planet. 


M ariner 9 was 838,000 miles 
from earth and heading to­ 
ward Mars at 6,383 miles per 
hour when its computer, cued 
by radio from earth, fired the 
spacecraft’s small rocket eng­ 
ine at 8:22 pm . EDI for 5.11 
seconds. 


The motor bum has been 


completed, apparently exactly 


as planned,” reported a spo­ 


kesman at the Mariner con­ 


trol center at the jet prop­ 


ulsion laboratory here. 
The firing was enough to in­ 
crease M anner 9’s speed by 
15 m.p.h. and reduce its cur­ 
ving S 1-2-month journey by 
almost a 
day. 
It 
also 
in 
creased the probe's chance of 


beating two 
heavier 
Soviet 
spacecraft to the planet. 
Before the midcourse cor­ 
rection, M ariner 9 would have 
missed Mars by 16,000 miles. 
1 h e 
course

planned to steer the space­ 
craft to 5,095 miles above the 
planet where a 14-nnnute eng­ 
ine 
firing 
will 
brake 
the 
spacecraft into an orbit rang 
ing from 750 to 10,700 miles 
high.

$85 Million Vehicle 
Equipment Export to 
Russ Okayed by U.S. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —The 
United States has approved li­ 
censes for the export to Rus­ 
sia of more than $85 million 
in 
equipment 
for 
vehicle- 
manufacturing, ntnst of it for 
use 
in 
the 
production 
of 
trucks, officials said Friday. 
The State Department said 
there 
was 
“ no 
connection 
whatsoever" between this de­ 
velopment and President Ni­ 
xon's plan to announce next 
week a list of permissible ex- 
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ports to Communist China. 
Officials contended that the 
export licensing of machine 
tools was part of the admin­ 
istration's announced policy 
of seeking to expand trade 
with East European countries 
and improve relations with 
the Soviet Union. 
Some sources said a major 
reason for the licensing was 
the depressed state of 
the 
American machine tool 
in­ 
dustry and the continuing im­ 
balance in U.S. dollars. 
One source noted that the 
Gleason Co., of Rochester, 
N.Y., one of the biggest con­ 
tractors receiving the Soviet 
licenses, had been laying off 
employes in its U.S. plants 
while hiring them for its Eu­ 
ropean operations. 
O t h e r ofticials acknow­ 
ledged that the State and 
Commerce Departments felt 
that any Defense Department 
arguments against permitting 
U.S. manufacturers to supply 
the machine tools were nulli­ 
fied by Russia's ability to buy 
the equipment easily in West­ 
ern 
Europe. 
Officials 
said 
that the. approval of the li­ 
censes for shipment of the 
machine tools to Russia did 
not mean any change in the 
Commerce Departments lis­ 
ting of such equipment. 
It will not be put under gen­ 
eral license but will be re­ 
tained on the list which re­ 
quires case by case consid­ 
eration of each application for 
j export.

died Friday. He was 69 years 
old. 
Lewis, a native New Yorker 
who 
made 
a

comeback after being beaten 
and slashed by hoodlums in 
1927, was admitted to Roose­ 
velt Hospital a week ago in a 
diabetic coma. 
The cause of death was not 
immediately announced, but 
he had been in poor condition 
at the hospital since he was 
admitted. He died

1902 on

te r into a joint pov ers ag ree­ 
m ent with the City of Chino 
to finance 
the 
purchase of 
land and construction of 
a 
new 
library 
in 
downtown 
Chino. 
T h i s 
type 
of 
financing 
would allow the w ork to be 
done all at once and not on a 
piecem eal basis 
if 
financed 
from the county budget, he 


said. 
U nder the program , a sepa­ 
ra te authority would be estab­ 
lished to sell bonds, which are 
backed by the incom e of bcth 
the city and county, officials 
said. “ This m akes the bonds 
pretty saleable,” they added. 
A citizens com m ittee, for­ 
m ed six m onths ago, has se­ 
lected a 1.4 a cre site at the 
northw est co m er of D Street 
and 
C entral 
Avenue 
across 
from the civic c e rte r. 
The 
cost is estim ated at $1()C,C00, 
or betw een $1.50 and $1.75 a 
square foot. 
The com m ittee viewed v ari­ 
ous sites but decided, on this 
one since it would be acces­ 


sible to the residents, 
said 
Ayala. 
Ayala said the site could be 
usee5) for other county build­ 
ings and possibly a new city 
police station. 
“This type of financing has 
been 
done 
in 
oth er cities, 
such as M ontclair,” he noted. 
The city would finance the 
purchase of the lard and the 
construction 
of the 
library, 
Ayala explained. The county 
would then lease the library 
for a period of 25 years. 
The am ount of lease paid 
would be the am ount required 
to retire the bonds. When the 
bonds w ere retired, the prop­ 
erty would belong to the coun­ 
ty, he added. 
Ayala said it would take at 
least two y ears to get started 
w ith the construction without 
the proposed financing 
pro­ 
gram . “ With the lease a r­ 
rangem ent, I believe we could 
build during the next calen­ 
d a r y e a r.” 
He could give no estim ate 
on the size or cost of the li­ 
brary 
building. 
‘A fter 
the 
land is purchased, then we 
will begin the designing,” he 
said. 
A yala saidi he m et last F ri­ 


day w ith J. R. W right, Chino 
city 
m an ag er, 
and 
R obert 
Rigney, assistan t county ad­ 
m inistrator, and they decided 
the 
join 
pow ers 
agreem ent 
would be the best approach 
on the developm ent. 
“ I will present this to the 
B oard of 
Supervisors 
later 
this m onth. The City Council 
will have to go on record in 
support of th is,” he said. 
Ayala noted the joint po­ 
w ers agreem ent is som etim es 
controversial since som e resi­ 
dents feel this is a way to by­ 
pass the will of the people by 
not holding a bond elec'ion. 
“ We h ave been told by the 
county counsel th at it is the 
responsibility of the county 
supervisors to provide serv ­ 
ices a rd facilities for county 
residents.” 
A yala said he accepts the 
f i n a n c i n g program with 
m ixed em otions. “ The people 
should have a right to d eter­ 
m ine large expenditures 
of 
this nature. But if they turn it 
down, it does not rem ove the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
super­ 
visors to provide the service. 
The supervisor said rep re­ 
sentatives of the San B ernar­ 
dino County T axpayers Asso­ 


ciation objected to the prop­ 
osed purchase of a site in 
central Chino and 
proposed 
other parcels that w ere avail­ 
able. 
Jam e s 
Ferguson, 
associa­ 
tion m anager, and Jon Vin­ 
cent, who is a developer and 
involved in real estate, cam e 
tq Chino and m et with the 
site com m ittee, he said. 
‘ Both said there w ere other 
sites less expensive and m ore 
suitable for the library. One 
w as in an 
industrial area, 
next to a lum ber yard and 
the city yards. T he site has 
no curbs o r g u tters and no 
street lights,” said Ayala. 
“ O ntario, M ontclair, Upland 
o r San B ernardino didn’t put 
their lib raries 
in the vine­ 
yard. They put them in the 
m iddle of tow n w here people 
can use them .

Canonero, who storm ed to

70,000, 
including

Ve­ 
nezuelans ready to celebrate 
a big victory. 
But the

ness and they dropped 
the

Canonero drew the lucky No.

est of the T riple Crown races.

With Avila in the saddle, 
C anonero galloped 1 5-8 m iles, 
an eighth of a mile longer 
than

Stakes 1 3-16ths m iles. 


The big bay colt moved a 
little faster than usual and 
twice during the gallop Avila

m ile for Avila to bring the 
colt back to a slower, steady 
gallop.

Canonero, bred in Kentucky 
and sold as a yearling to a 
South A m erican horse trad er 
for $1,200, won $145.500 when 
he cam e from 18th. place in 
the last half-m ile to win the 
D erby by 3 1-2 lengths. He 
earned $137,400 when, in 
a 
com plete change of tactics, 
he challenged for the lead al­ 
m ost from the start of the 
Preakness and drew off in the 
last sixteenth of a m ile to win 
by 1 1-2 lengths and set a 
track record. 


This probablv will be the 
last race for Canonero under 
his current ow nersip. He was 
purchased in C aracas, along 
w ith

by 
Pedro B atista, who has said 
he will sell the colt for $4 m il­ 
lion after the Relm ont.

N apoles 
scored

eighth round knockout

Backus F riday night to regain 
the crown he lost six m onths 
ago in Syracuse, N. Y. 
N apoles, 146, a Cuban re­ 
fugee who m akes his hom e in 
M e x i c o , dropped 
Backus 
tw ice in the eighth before re ­ 
feree Dick Young halted the 
bout a fte r conferring w ith Dr. 
Jack U seem , the ring phys­ 
ician. The knockout cam e at 


took the m andatory eight on 
his 
feet 
before 
action 
re­ 
sum ed. It w as only m om ents 
late r that N apoles landed a 
vicious left and righ combo to 
the body to send B ackus down 
for the second tim e. 
Again the gam e New York 
fighter got to his feet but the 
referee 
then 
consulted 
the 
ring doctor and on his advice 
haled the bout for fear of per­ 
m anent injury to Backus. 
Napoles also suffered a cut 
eye early in the fight. The

Spinoza and Schweitzer, ac­ 
cordingly, 
have 
dissented 
from this traditional world 
view. They point out that only 
Schweitzer offers a compre- 
h e n s i v e alternative world 
view. 
Following his own research 
and reasoning, while rejecting 
philosophical bases of Chris­ 
tian religion, he concluded the 
universe was morally, ratio­ 
nally and objectively neutral. 
He wrote: “ What is glorious 
in it is united with what is 
full of horror. What is full of 
meaning is united with what 
is senseless. The spirit of the 
universe is at once creative 
and 
destructive—it 
creates 
what it destroys and destroys 
what it creates and therefore 
it remains to us a riddle.” 
The universe does not take 
sides, he argues, it is simply 
there.

So what else is new? 


Some things that yot/may think are products of 
this modern age may, quite probably, date back at 
least 75 years or more. Even the see-through trend 
in clothing may be older than you realize. And ac­ 
tually, there is some reason to believe that it was 
invented by

merchant 
named 
Ea 
Thomas. 
In November of 1802, Mr. Thomas opened a dry 
goods store in our downtown business district and, 
in his grand opening advertisement, he advised 
prospective customers: 
“ Don’t forget to look through our underwear be­ 
fore you buy.” 
Yes truly, those were the days to buy womens 
underwear.' In that same grand opening announce­ 
ment Mr. Thomas also stated: 
“ 1 will show one of the best lines of ladies under­ 
w ear— shirts and pants—at 50 cents each.—In grey 
only.” 
. . , 
That announcement confirms my suspicion mat 


the ladies of Pomona, in the Gay Nineties, were not 
only bargain conscious but practical as well. Giey 
underwear was far less likely to show dirt or stains. 


And if you think that the criminal element in Po­ 
mona may be more dangerous today than it was 
back in the 1890s, this bit of historical data may 
cause you to change your mind. Actually, crime had 
become so prevalent in this city by the yeai 1893 that 
our city trustees passed a concealed weapons ordi­ 
nance. It read: 
“ All persons but police officers or such citizens as 
may have written authority from the city marshal 
are prohibited from carrying concealed any firearm, 
pistol, revolver, dirk, bowie-knife, stiletto, sling-shot, 
sand club or metallic knuckles. 


So what else do you think is new? You name it 
and the chances are I can find that it, or something 
verr similar to it, happened in Pomona three quar­ 
ters of a century ago. 


The authors illustrate how 
neither traditional 
Christian

again many times, “ My life, 


my argument.” 
If the book suffers from any 
defect, it is the authors’ fail­ 
ure to dramatize how the

lished in 1906. “The Quest for 
the Historical Jesus,” contin­ 
ues to force religious leaders 
to re-evaluate basic premises.

But then he bought 
the Magnavox franchise for Claremont and Pomona. 
Hebert retired in 1962 and sold the business to Magnusen, who 
had been m anager of Frasher’s cam era departm ent for 13 years. 
Magnusen has kept with the Magnavox line since buying He­ 
bert’s although he offers as a second ln e MG A from Japan. 
“ We’re still the only independent center that sells Magnavox 
in Pomona” said Magnusen. lie likes the company “ primarily 
because it offers a good value . . . the quality control is as good 
as one can find.” 


Tape Recorders and Cameras, Too 


Hebert’s also carries a full line of tape recorders—both eight 
track and cassc'te types—and top brand name cam eras like 
Yushk a, Canon, Bell & Howell and Polaroid. 
Hebert remembered when he first began selling top name ca­ 
m eras like the old Rolleiflex and Rolleicords, they used to sell for 
under $100 with the latter selling for S67.50. Today’s selling price 
for a Rolleiflex is between $200 and $300, said Hebert. 
Hebert's doesn't offer darkroom equipment but dees have a 
contract with Kodak for daily pickup of film for processing. 
Cclor slides can usually be picked up by owners the next day, 
sari Magnusen, and Kodacolor prints in three or four days. 
Stc-ieo sets are available at Hebert’s in upright form of up to 
81 inches, and the longest stereo available is 79‘4 inches long and 
weighs 550 pounds.

write) about 
all 
kinds of pets so that’s why 
you are getting my question. 
I don’t have any pets of my 
own. I don’t even warn any. I 
overheard this silly woman on 
the bus talking about getting 
a flea tag. That did it for me! 
Why would anyone want to 
keep such a stupid pet? And 
even if they did, why would 
they bother putting a tag on 
it? is it for identification, or 
what? Don’t tell me it is just 
an ornam ent!—K.A. 
Dear K.A.: While it is a bit 
hard to tell fleas apart, not 
too many people want to, any­ 
way. So there isn’t much of a 
m arket for that kind ot an 
identification tag. Fleas don t 
w ear flea tags any more than 
they wear flea collars. They 
are both for the sam e pur­ 
pose. The flea tag is merely a 
concentration of the sam e in­ 
secticide that is found in flea 
collars. However, instead of 
encircling the neck in the col­ 
lar form, it is concentrated in 
the tag that hangs on the col­ 
lar. One advantage to the tag 
over the collar is that there 
should be little danger of Its 
contact with the skin. Sensi­ 
tivity to the flea tag produces 
a more localized skin reaction 
than that from a flea collar. 
The tag would certainly not 
he anything to toy around 
with. If a loose one were 
Inadvertently swallowed by a 
large 
puppy, 
consequences 
could be serious indeed. Flea 
tags are an innovation and 
their effectiveness and pos­ 
sible adverse effects are yet 
to be determined. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Our 
family saw a fascinating little 
movie on the courtship cere­ 
monies of the great-crested 
grebe. This in turn prompted 
the following questions from 
my children, wh ch we hope 
you’ll be able to answer for 
them How' many eggs does a 
great-crested grebe lay in its 
nest? How long are the babies 
dependent on their parents? 


How much do they eat and 
does the 
parent bird ever 
have a favorite chick? Thank 
you for any answers.—W.W. 
D ear W.W.: The clutch size 
varies from three to six eggs, 
though the last eggs may 
sometimes be abandoned. The 
initial p ero d of dependence 
for the chicks is up to 11 
weeks—the time of fledging 
(feathering 
to 
the 
extent 
flight is possible). Parental 
feeding may continue for an 
additional per od almost as 
long. As far as food is con­ 
cerned, a brood of four re­ 
quires better than 20,000 small 
fish during their initial rear­ 
ing period. This staggering 
total doesn’t even include a 
fin for the hardworking par­ 
ents. Their rations are on top 
of that. A favorite? Indeed. 
Any brood consisting of more 
than two chicks may be split 
up wit heach adult assuming 
responsibility for part. Even 
in this sub-brood the parent 
will have its favorite. The 
favorite “ in” chick is the one 
which may remain close to its 
adult for as long as it’s hun­ 
gry, and its gets most of the 
food brought in, of course.

Suicide is morally 
equivalent to murder

Once this land was America the Beautiful. But 
that was long ago in those days when you left your 
doors unlocked and weren’t afraid to go out on the 
streets at night. It was a time when Sunday driving 
was a pleasure rather than an ordeal—a time when 
you didn’t have to look twice to tell the difference 
between boys and girls—-when you believed your 
preacher and didn’t have to pay a lawyer or a psy­ 
chiatrist to tell you what was right or wrong. In 
that golden era college students confined their dem­ 
onstrations to panty raids and goldfish swallowing. 
The onlv marching they did was during R.O.T.C. 
drill. And it would have been unthinkable to suggest 
that there should be a code of ethics for university 
faculty members. It was a time when people were 
square — four square that is. There was no pill, no 
legalized abortions, no “X” rated movies, and “Cap­ 
tain Billy’s Whizz Bang” was about as pornogra­ 
phic as you could get. —and what was more, as 1 
lemomber it. God, for the most part shed his grace 
and crowned our good with brotherhood from sea to 
shining sea. 


Does a 
person 
have the 
right to end his own life? 
The 
traditional 
Christian 
answer is a flat, unqualified 
NO. Life, according to Chris­ 
tian teaching, is a gift of God 
over which man has no prop­ 
rietary rights. Suicide there­ 
fore is morally equivalent to 
m urder. 
The Roman Catholic Church 
is so categorical in its con­ 
demnation of suicide that it 
refuses —in principle at least 
— to permit Christian burial 
of anyone who takes his own 
life. In actual practice, the 
C h u r c h 
frequently 
gets 
around this harsh rule by as­ 
suming that a suicide resulted 
from “ mental aberration” so 
the victim was not morally 
responsible for his act. 
A Grave Sin 
Protestants almost univer­ 
sally feel that a person driven 
to 
self-destruction 
deserves 
sympathy, not censure. But 
Protestantism 
shares 
with 
Catholic Christianity the view 
that suicide is a grave sin. in 
which man pridefully asser's 
his own will against God’s 
will. 
Implicit in this traditional 
Christian attitude is the belief 
that suicide, when not the re­ 
sult of madness, is motivated 
by cowardice or selfishness. 
A person kills himself be­ 
cause he lacks the courage to 
face a danger or disaster that 
seems to impend in his life, 
oi because he wants to spare 
himself from torture or prot­ 
racted suffering. 
But suicide is not neces­ 
sarily motivated in every in­ 
stance Jay self-concern. 


At least three examples of 
what might be termed unself­ 
ish suicide come readily to 
mind: 
—A secret agent takes a 
poison capsule when he is 
captured by the enemy 
to 
make sure he won’t break 
down under torture and bet­ 
ray his colleagues. 
—A Buddhist 
monk turns 
himself into a human torch in 
order to dram atize his opposi­ 
tio n to a war that is destroy­ 
ing his homeland. 
—A patient in the terminal 
stage of an incurable illness 
takes an overdose of sleeping 
pills to spare his family from 
the emotional ordeal and the 
huge medical bills that attend 
a slow dying. 


Exotic Situations 


The first two examples ref­ 
lect 
exotic 
situations 
with 
which 
the 
average 
person 
cannot readily identify. But 
the third could happen to any­ 
one at any time. 
A 
noted 
Anglican 
theolo­ 
gian, Prof. D. M. MacKinnon 
of Cambridge University, dis­ 
cussed the moral dilemma of 
the terminally ill patient in 
an article published by the 
Church of England’s monthly 
journal, Crucible. 
He said that a person de­ 
bating whether he must en­ 
dure the horrors of a pro­ 
longed terminal illness should 
take account of “the weight 
of suffering this heroism must 
necessarily impose on 
rela­ 
tives, friends and nurses.” If, 
having considered not 
only 
his own suffering but that of 
others, he decides he is mo­ 
rally bound to await natural

Deep in its bureaucracy, 
the Air Force haa silenced 
another “ Billy Mitchell” who 
dared to warn that m icr­ 
owave 
devices 
hurt 
serv­ 
icemen’s eyes. 
For speaking out on a sub­ 
ject that the Air Force wan­ 
ted hushed up, he quickly lost 
his research job. 
The original Billy Mitchell 
was a tough Army Air Corps 
officer who was court-mar­ 
tialed 
because 
he wouldn’t 
stop telling his brassbound 
bosses that the U.S. needed to 
pay more attention to air po­ 
wer. 
Col. Alvin Burner, an Air 
Force scientist and physician, 
is totally unlike the wasp- 
tongued Mitchell. SO mild is 
Burner that he begged us not 
to print this story. 
But his friends have given 
us the facts that the Air 
Force had hoped to hide: 
In 
1968, 
Colonel 
Burner, 
then head of radiobiology at 
the Aerospace Medical Divi­ 
sion, came to the inescapable 
conclusion that certain micr­ 
owave emissions can cause 
serious eye trouble sometimes 
years after exposure. 
Burner already knew the 
chances he was taking. All 
three services expose hun­ 
dreds of young servicemen 
daily to radar and other ra­ 
diation waves. By exposing 
the danger, he could open the 
armed forces to hundreds of 
damage claims. 


Risked Career 
But the injured eyes of the 
young GIs haunted Burner. 
He decided to risk his career 
rather than stay silent. 
In 
May, 1969, he 
presented 
a 
paper to the 4th Annual Sym­ 
posium of the International 
Microwave Power Institute in 
Alberta, Canada. 
Few high-level officers have 
ever laid their careers more 
sacrificially on the line. Bur­ 
ner wrote bluntly that, al- 
t h o u g h radiation dangers 
have 
been 
suspected 
since 
1890 and 
the military 
has 
been “increasingly aware” of 
the hazard since 1955, the Air 
Force has done next to noth­ 
ing about it. 
A major study was left un­ 
funded by tha Air Force, he 
charged, even as the unplea­ 
sant evidence accumulated. 
“The 
critical 
organ 
for 
microwave damage appears 
to be the crystalline lens of 
the eye,” he said. “ It is con­ 
ceivable that a cataract may 
first become recognized sev- 
e r a l 
y e a r s 
after expo­ 
sure . . .’* 
B u r n e r added ominously 
that although the eye was the 
main area of danger, micr­ 
owaves 
might 
also 
cause 
heart, nerve, brain, blood and 
liver damage. He even took a 
swat at a sister service.

“ has realized for a long time

It seems my generation has been in the news con­ 
stantly as one feature or another highlights the bi­ 
zarre fad presently occupying its collective mind.

perhaps our frenzied search is only more appar­ 
ent today than in previous generations because the 
news media and communications in general are 
technically more advanced than before. Maybe the 
fact that a great number of us, especially in subur­ 
ban California, have been raised in an unpreceden­ 
ted^ affluent society has given us the leisure to 
think and ponder our reasons tor existence at grea­ 
ter length.

more far reaching in its implications and more dee­ 
ply rooted than any that have been discussed. It is 
simply this: in our society the basic reason for liv­ 
ing is for self-gratification. 
Upon first examination this reason seems per­ 
fectly harmless, even desirable. Yet, the moral cor­ 
ruption it mirrors (and I am not speaking of behav- 
orial morals) is appalling. The fact that we, as a 
society, want only to be happy by “feeling good” 
suggests that we are following a course that can only 
lead to our eventual downfall. 
In studying Dag Hammarskjold’s work, “Mar­ 
kings,” I came across an entry that struck me as 
the antithesis of American thought: 
“Thomas a Kempis: Why do you seek rest? You 
were only created to labor.” 
I found upon personal reflection that this state­ 
ment holds the secret to any meaning my life has 
ever held. I realized that the only lasting happiness 
I have had has been through the fulfillment I’ve 
experienced by creating something concrete, by ac­ 


complishing something that has been an expression 
of my, “isness.” 
I hypothesize that the reason this flaw in Ameri­ 
can thinking has just been manifested, the flaw that 
states living is receiving, is because until this gener­ 
ation, Americans have been too busy working tor 
material gain so that they might enjoy leisure. 
Thus, although our lives ot work have been moti­ 
vated by a desire for eventual leisure, they have 
consisted basically of labor. Now that we have the 
tim° to relax and enjoy the leisure our lathers have 
earned for us, we are discovering that this time is 
too often empty. This would explain the frantic 
search for meaning. 
The solution is simple: a lifetime of service to 
others in some type of work. Employing the solution 
is not so simple. This is so because we have been 
taught that work is distasteful and should therefore 
be avoided. Until we understand that labor is the 
only reason for living, all the other meanings we 
substitute will be artificial and inadequate.

“ If students are being 
mercilessly beaten by police, it 
is only just that they should 
have the right to hit back and 
defend 
themselves,” 
main­ 
tains Jill Abramson, 16, of 
New York . . . It is also justi­ 
fiable “if the police encour­ 
age violence, or If the prob­ 
lem Is of an urgent nature 
and people seem not to listen 
too much to nonviolent pro­ 
tests,” says Steve Mansfield, 
19, of Logan, Utah. “Just take 
a look at what the Indians 
have gotten for their 80 years 
of 
nonviolence — absolutely 
nothing.”

When a hand is all full of 
finesses, you should plan to 
try as many of them as you 
can. You should also make 
sure that you take them at 
the right time and in the 
right order. 
South has to try a diamond 
finesse at trick one, since 
West has opened the suit. He 
plays dummy’s jack because 
it is far more likely that West 
has led from the queen than 
frcm the ace.

Ten have qualified to compete in the U.S. championships 
vhicn will be held June 17-28 in Berkeley. 
According to the club’s fencing master, Dr. Francis Zold the 
5-member club has more ranked fencers than any other fen- 
:ing club in Southern California. 
Fiom the earliest times to the 1800s, dueling with swords 
vas employed as a method of settling personal quarrels.

The sport is enthusiastically pursued by members ot the 
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Youngest C Fencer In U.S. 


Miss Burton, 14, (laughter of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Burton of 
1627 Tulare Wav, is the youngest C fencer in the United States, 
Zoid said. She is a student at Upland High School. This is her 
fiist year in competition. She has been a member of the West 
End Fencing Club only six months, she said. 
The 10 who will compete in the national championships this 
month are Mrs. Mitchell, Miss Armstrong, Pre.sson, Orlando, 
18, Miss Brown, 19, Davis. 18, Miss Burton, Mrs. Crowe, Crowe 
and Miss ¿oiler, a student at Chaffey College.

They we tr stri ng wire-mesh masks with cloth bibs, jackets 
and trousers of heavy white material and gloves on their wea­ 
pon hands. 
According to Crowe, fencing is the most highly competitive 
sport available to a person over 30. 
“ It develops balance, control and concentration,” he said.

Want to be a handyman and 
save money on

The way to start is to un­ 
dertake an easy project, one 
that will be inexpensive and

A good “starter

is lining closets with aromatic 
red cedar. 
Even the unhandiest do-it- 
yourselfer can accomplish a 
closet-lining project with ease 
over a weekend—and usually 
for a cost of less than $65. 
Housewives who sometimes 
frown on their hubby s home 
improvement 
ideas 
usually 
change their tune when they 
learn he’s going to build a 
moth-repellent storage area. 


The job is easy because it 
requires only a hammer and 
saw Each piece of red cedar 
closet lining is 
toncue-and- 
grooved to simplify 
fitting. 
Cedar closet lining is sold at 
lumber yards 
in 
packages, 
each containing pieces of ran­ 
dom or uniform lengths. 


It’s simple to figure how 
much material is needed. 
Multiply 
the 
height 
and 
width. A section 3’x8’ would 
require 24 sq. ft. of material. 
When 
making 
calculations, 


don’t forget 
to include 
the 
floor and ceiling as well as 
the inside of the closet door. 
The reason for lining the 
closet completely is to ach- 
i e v e 
maximum 
protection 


from moths. 
The 
appealing 
feature 
cf 
lining a closet with red cedar, 
from the novice handyman s 
view, is that it can be applied 
directly over the old wall sur­ 
face. First, of course, clear 
the wall of any fixtures or 


books. 
Cedar 
should 
be 
applied 
from the bottom up. Place the 
first piece of cedar,, groove 
down, in a horizontal position 
at the bottom of a wall. If it 
is too long, cut it to f:t. 
In cutting cedar, remember 
to cut the tongue end so that 
the remaining piece can be 
fitted above the first piece to 
start another row. The idea is

The best way to fasten ce­ 
dar strips to the wall is with 
small finishing nails. Nail into
